The account starts on November 
17th, 1730 when the passenger em¬ 
barked at Quebec for New York, be¬ 
ing charged with despatches from 
General Handlmand, commander In 
chief in that province to Sir Henry 
Clinton. Another schooner leaving 
at the same time, carried Ensign 
Drummond of the 44th regiment, 
-vith duplicates of the paper. 

Unfavorable weather, cold, winds, 
water in the hold are all desen.bed by 
Prenttes, who told of four feet of 
water entering the ship and the crew 
deciding that they were too fatigued 
to pump any longer and that they 
would resign themselfes to their 
'ate. He luckily had some wine which 
he distributed among them and they 
consented to pump awhile longer. On 
December 2nd the gales had increas¬ 
ed and Ice formed on the sides of the 
boat. The schooner leaked badly; the 
storms were so bad that the accom¬ 
panying schooner foundered with the 
loss of sixteen people. The surviving 
schooner coursed through the Mag¬ 
dalen Islands, and on occasion nar¬ 
rowly escaped being carried on to the 
rocks. The leapey boat by this time 
was filling rapidly and the crew at¬ 
tempted to plug the leaks with pie¬ 
ces offleef. Finally they gave up, and 
retired to the main deck, leaving 
one of their number tied to the wheel 
to navigate the ship. Prenttes expect 
ed the boat to sink and so after wrapp 
ing up his documents, tied them to 
his person. Eventually they reached 
land safely, however, and grounded

as, for example, diseased teeth or 
tonsils. 

Infection causes inflammation, and 
-ne symptom of inflammation Is 
'.welling. The swelling shuts off the 
ipening from the sinur. If the Infec¬ 
tion develops, pus is formed. The pus 
rannot drain out because the exit Is 
blocked by the swelling, and, as a 
result, a serious condition develops. 

The Infection may subside and the 
swelling go down, and then the pus 
'". discharged. Otherwise there Is an 
-bscess locked in this bony cavity 
from which It may spread by the 
blood stream to other parts or destroy 
tissue and burst through Into some 
vital area. 

In order to avoid sinus trouble, 
everything possible should be done to 
prevent colds & other respiratory in¬ 
fections which may be the beginning 
of the condition. If such infections 
are contracted, then pompt and prop 
er treatment should be taken to av¬ 
oid the possible serious complications 
one of which is sinus infection. Bed 
Is the place for a person with a respir 
atory infection. Rest, elimination, 
warmth and a suitable diet Increase 
the fighting power of the body again 
st the invading germs. Care should 
continue during convalescence, as, In 
all probability, there are some germs 
still remaining active and ready to 
seize any opportunity to cause trouble 
A person who carries around a 
focus of infection in teeth or tonsils 
is always open to the danger of the 
spread of Infection from such a focus. 
The removal of foci of infection le • 
measure of prevention against sinus 
tnfectlos.
